Council has a problem confront­ 
ing that august body—the proposed 
Davies curfew ordinance affecting 
persons not 17 years of age. 
Before 
it is adopted many angles will be 
considered. 
Safety Director Davies 
believes it a “war measure.“ 
Public 
Parks Director J. D. Davies believes 
it an effort to prevent delinquency. 
A few of the problems are: 
Some institutions hold entertain- 
iments which are not concluded un- 
I j til 11 p. m. 
Some last movie shows do not end 
! until 11 p. m. or shortly after that 
time. 
Dancing in parks, in the pas», 
has extended past 11 p. nr 
The proposed measure would ban 
any person under 17 from public 
streets or places between 11 p. m. 
and 7 a. m. 
The proposed measure cads for 
the 
apprehension of any person 
under 17 years of age after 11 p. ni 
unless they are accompanied ov a 
parent or guardian. 
The persons apprehended 
.re to 
be taken to the city building or 
some other suitable and designated 
place. 
At present there is no suitaok 
place in the city building- unless it 
is the private office of the chief cd I 
police. 
If the ordinance is adopted, a 
"suitable place" would have to be 
established immediately. 
The persons apprehended are to 
be examined separately and apart 
from all other persons, except the 
officers conducting 
the examina­ 
tion. who shall not be1 more than 
two at anv one time. 
That portion of the ordinance 
sounds good, because no young girl 
who violates the curfew law and 
whether or not she is delinquent, 
diouid be forced to run a gauntlet 
of useless questions or a legion of 
j condemning eyes.
